Desert” prize. I have personally 
contributed to its development 
on a number of occasions 
through my dismal poker skills, 
$0 | would like to nominate a 
man—who inadvertently came 
to embody the spirit of the 
place—as deserving of a casino in his honor. For 
before the gay German magicians and their silly 
tigers, before the spoiled hooligans of the Rat 
Pack amused themselves by flicking cigarettes at 
old people and even before Bugsy Siegel, there 
was Queho. 

Born in Vegas in the 1880s, Queho, an Indian, 
was supposedly a truly miserable, sullen individ- 
ual, who kept out of trouble (apart from killing his 
half brother) until—oh dear—he succumbed to 
“the wickedness of Vegas” and went on something 
of a killing spree. Those he didn’t shoot, he bashed 
in with a pickax handle, and the legend of Queho 
rapidly spread until he was suspected of every 
murder within a 1,000-mile radius.

Queho’s body was discovered 
ina cave in 1935, where he had 
apparently died from a rattle- 
snake bite. The local Chief Wig- 
gum, Vegas Police Chief Frank 
Wait, showed up to inspect the 
remains and “planted a resound- 
ing kick on its posterior,” before 
adding that he had wanted to do 
that for 20 years. 

In true Vegas style, the murderer Queho’s 
bones were sold to the Las Vegas Elks, who, in the 
sort of tasteless gesture for which the city would 
become famous, put his body on display insidea 
replica of the cave and called it Helldorado Village. 
The event became the city’s biggest-ever public 
celebration, and the corpse was even usedina 
parade through the city, seated in a convertible. 
And that’s exactly the kind of initiative that made 
the desert bloom.

“m shooting through the 
sky on ajumbo jet, and 
my fourth Foster's is 
finally starting to soothe 
the frayed nerves that 
have made the past two days a liv- 
ing hell.

He’s 0K now, 
but he was hurting pretty bad for a while. When 
you have broken ribs, it hurts to breathe, let 


alone laugh. So when we visited, we started 
making jokes and had him in stitches. 

So was that your first cross-dressing role? 

First and last. I don't think I'd do that again. If 
you do that once in your career, that’s enough. 
I'm not saying I'm ashamed that I did it—I think 
it was funny. But once is enough. 

Isn't Eddie Izzard a big cross-dressing fan? 
Yeah, well, he’s a transvestite. It’s funny because 
everyone else at the end of the day would take 
their dresses off, and he would take his dress off 
and put on a different dress. But that’s who he 
is. | like wearing pants, he likes wearing heels. 
Once you get past that, he’s actually a really 
smart, intelligent, funny guy. I like him. 

Was there a time when you thought you 

wouldn't make it as an actor? 

Sure, yeah. Times go by when you hardly get any 
money and you're wondering, “Am I going to 
have to get a regular job?” I don’t even think I 
was 18 yet and I was living in Manhattan by 
myself, doing commercials and working at night 
in a Fatburger. I lived in this kind of flophouse 
thing called the Hotel 17. It was disgusting. My 
room was 8 feet by 12 feet, and the toilet and 
shower were down the hall, There were hookers 
and junkies everywhere. I got jumped one time 
outside. It was just one guy, and I don’t know 
what happened to him, but hopefully he made it 
to the hospital. He was a fuckin’ mess bythe time 
I walked away. I don’t have an older brother, so 
[had to fight my own battles as a kid. 

So you weren't one of those pretty-boy actors 

as a kid? 

No. I played hockey, football, baseball—I wasn't 
inthe drama club or anything like that. I was one 
of those jocks who made fun of the kids in the 
drama club. I went to a tech-vocational high 
school and majored in carpentry, because I 
thought that’s what I was going to do. When! 
decided to go to New York to study acting, I knew 
I could survive by swinging a hammer. 

Were you stuck eating ramen noodles for 

11 days in a row when you first got there? 

Sure. I would ration to save up fora slice of pizza. 
Slice day was a happy day. I think the budget 
called for two slice days per week and canned 
soup the rest of the time.

The prison executioner 


haowares Jarubun, 51, 
earns about $350 a month 
as an executioner at 

= Bangkok's Bang Kwang 
prison, where prisoners can be 
executed for murder, rape or 
trafficking more than one kilogram of 
heroin. He has executed 25 prisoners, 
shooting each of them froma distance 
of about 30 feet. He originally wanted 
to become a rock star, modeling him- 
self on Elvis Presley, and heis stilla 
keen guitarist. 








How did you go from trying to become a pop 
singer to working in a Bangkok prison? 
I quit school at 17 and played gigs for GIs in 


Thailand during the Vietnam War. WhenI was [ERCtnIE 
his Elvis 


20, [got drafted and spent two years in the 
air force. After that, I went back into the 
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phase 


music business in Bangkok, but I was married 


and we hadason, so

when Iwas 24, I gota 





job in Bang Kwang. They 
didn't pay me much, but 
they gave me free education for 
the kids and medical treatment for 
the family. 
How did you get involved in execut- 
ing people? 
One day I told the officer who pre- 
pared the guns for executions that I 
was interested in how they killed 
the prisoners. I wasn’t interested 
in actually killing people myself, 
I just wanted to learn about the 
process. I was curious. So the 
officer showed me how to clean 
“> theguns. After that, the head of 
{ ___ the prison ordered me to join the 







team. I was 26. It was another 10 years before 

I carned out my first execution. 

What jobs did you do during your early days 

on the team? 

I did all the other duties before becoming the 
one who has to pull the trigger; there are 10 
people on every execution team. I've had to 

take the prisoner from his cell to the execution 
area, blindfold him and tie his hands together. 
I've been involved in more than 100 executions 
in total. 

How did you feel the first time you executed 
somebody yourself? 

I got stressed and said many prayers. I didn’t feel 
guilty; I thought it was my responsibility under 
the law, but inside my heart, I felt very sad. I 
didn’t want it to happen. Sometimes my spirits 
are very heavy. 

How do you prepare yourself for the event? 

The executions are carried out in the evening and 
lam normally told about it five hours before. 
Once I receive the order, I organize the team that 
will help carry it out. Then I inspect the gun. In 
fact, there are two guns, in case one fails. When

everything is ready, I take a shower, then I try to 
sleep to calm myself. I don’t want to be tired—I 
have to bein shape for it. Then, once the monk 
has come and spoken to the prisoner, we all goin 
together. We try to get it over with as quickly as 
possible. No one wants it to drag on. 

What happens during the execution? 

I shoot from 30 feet into the prisoner’s back, 
where the heartis. The rifle contains 15 bullets, 
and I usually shoot 10 of them. Before the pris- 
oner is killed, the team of monks will pray for him 
and try to make him think about what he has 


done before he dies. There is a system in the 
team, so I don’t need to think about anything 
except the bullet I have to shoot and how I will 
hurt the prisoner the least. I concentrate only 
on my job. 

Do you ever talk to the people who you are 
about to execute? 

No, their minds are already gone. What are you 
going to say to them anyway? “Hello, how are 
you?” That's just stupid. The only person who 
should ever speak to them is the monk. 
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Do they have a last meal? 

We try to provide something if they ask forit, as 
long as it’s not a T-bone steak or something like 
that. Most of them don’t ask for anything. When 
they know they are going to die, they think of a 
lot of things, but food isn’t one of them. Some of 


them want tranquilizers, but they're not allowed. 


How many people are there to witness each 
execution? 

There has to be at least 10 people in attendance. 
Someone to witness the death, someone to tie 
the prisoner's hands, another to take finger- 


prints and another to take photographs. There's 
also the official committee, including the public 
prosecutor and the lawyers. The public and the 
media are never allowed in. But many officers 
come to watch—sometimes 50 to 60. They are 
always very interested, as itis a big event. 

Has anyone tried to commit suicide after being 
told they were going to be executed? 

There was one case a long time ago when the 
prisoner was told at 8 p.m. that he would die the 
next day, so he gota broken glass and he slit his

own throat. He didn’t die, so the doctors quickly 
sewed him back together and he was executed the 
next day. Nowadays, the prisoners are not told 
until the morning that this is the day they will die. 
How do the prisoners act in the final minutes? 
They scream at the police and at the public prose- 
cutor and at the lawyers—but not very often at 
the execution team. We are at the end of the line 
and they know we are just doing our job. 
Mentally, they are wiped out. Sometimes they 
talk and there is no logic to it. Other times they 
sing. I can always see in their eyes that they are 
really freaking out. Some of them are screaming 
for their mothers. Others yell, “Please wait! My 
mother is trying to contact the senior officers.” 
Some try to say that they can take it and that 
they are tough, but everybody is afraid. Some 
people can control it better than others, but at 
the very end, they all lose it. I have only known 
one man who remained strong through the 
whole process. 

Why 10 bullets? Do you sometimes miss? 

I have to sense whether five or 15 bullets has 
killed them. Some people are big, andI can tell 
by their spirit that they are going to fight it. If 
they are thin and I know they've given up, then 
it’s easy—they are ready to die. But others takea 
lot of bullets. Sometimes I have shot them two 
times and I know they are not dead because their 
body is still tense. When you shoot, the bullets go 


quickly, 1-2-3, 1-2-3. You just keep going. The 
highest number of shots I've fired is 12; six is 

the least. But I have more than a hundred 9mm 
bullets ready. 

Why shoot from 30 feet away? Surely one quick 
shot at point-blank range would do the job. 
You will still die with one bullet, but very slowly— 
three minutes, at least. It's very cruel. IF you 
shoot them with a lot of bullets, their body goes 
into shock and they die from that. I shoot from 
30 feet because it’s the law. It goes back to the 
days when everything was planned down to afine 
detail. Besides, from close up, the bullet doesn't 
have time to spin. I never 

miss, because the machine 

gun—an HKMP5—is bolted 

to the floor. 

Do you look forward to 

an execution? 

No, never. But I don’t 

judge the prisoners. You 

have to be impartial. You 

can’t be happy, you can’t 

be sad. You can’t feel 

anything. 

And how do you feel about it afterward? Asa 
Buddhist, do you live in fear of bad karma for 
your next life? 

After one of my first executions, Iwenttoa 
temple and meta senior monk who I have been in 
contact with fora long time. He taught me to 
have a strong mind and gave me a Buddha image 
to protect me from ghosts. I go to visit him two or 
three days after each execution and I take my 
team with me. The team says prayers and the 
monk splashes holy water on them. As for karma, 
I don’t worry, because this is my duty andI am 
carrying out my responsibilities under the law. 
My conscience is clear. 

Do you get paid a bonus when you execute 
somebody? 

Yes. My normal wage is 15,400 baht a month 
($350), butI get an extra 2,000 baht ($45) for 
each execution. 

What would you do if one of your relatives 
ended up committing a serious crime and you 
had to execute him for it? 

It would be very hard to take the emotion out of 
it. But I have tried my best to make sure that, in 
the case of my children, they would never get to 
that point. I let them see the news and I explain 
how crimes happen and why and how they can be 
prevented. In our society, we have to solve the 
problem before it becomes a problem. 

Do you lie when people ask what your jobis? 

I certainly don’t go out of my way to tell them. 

I hate it when I go somewhere and people say, 
“Here is the executioner.” Butin Thailand, we 
don’t look at executions as some big horrible 
thing like you do in the West. Here, people feel 
Iam needed. When I'm asked about it, Ijust try 
to make a joke. I say I'm the executioner of love. 
Do you think Iam crazy? In the jail, everybody 
knows who lam, but I think they know I am fair. 
Do you think all of the people you have 
executed deserved to die? 

Of course I feel very sad about them, but they are 


the ones who committed the crime. They knew 
what the result would be and they should have 
used their common sense. 

Do you wish you'd been able to carry on with 


| your music career rather than having to 


execute people fora living? 
With pop music, you must be very good and 
handsome to make a success of it. There are many 
thousands of musicians in Thailand, and onlya 
few can turn it into a full-time career. With this 
job, my family has been provided with enough to 
be happy. My children are not drug addicts and 
they have grown up welland are educated. But 
when I have to execute 
someone, itis much 
heavier and harder than 
being on stage singing. 
When I have to execute 
someone, everyone looks 
at me. They know Iam the 
one in control. They look 
at me and try to judge me. 
They want to know whether 
Tam cruel, whether Iam 
heartless. I think almost 
everyone who comes to watch wants to know 
whether Iam heartless. 
Finally, as a good shot, do you always win 
prizes at carnival shooting galleries? 


| Yes, I do. I’ve got dozens of prizes. You see, 


you've got to know the trick with these guys at 
carnivals. Because in the guns they have, the 
springs are really weak. So you have to try to find 
the one with the best spring. Even then, if you 
want to win a doll, you have to shoot above the 
target; the bullet will drop down because of the 
weakness of the spring.

The convicted killer 





After a violent childhood spent in the gangs of Glasgow, 
Hugh Collins spent 16 years in prison for stabbing a rival to death 








| ugh Collins, 49, grew up in Glasgow, Scot- 
land. His family had a history of associa- 
tion with local gangs, and although he 
was lined up to be a priest at one point, 
things changed when he started running witha 
group of hoodlums called The Shamrocks. From 
the age of 16, he was never without his cut- 
throat razor, and as he got older, the knives got 
bigger. Then, on March 23, 1977, anold feud 
came back to haunt him. 


Were a lot of guys always out for your blood? 

Tt came with the territory. The gangs were always 
bumping heads. I'd been in and out of Barlinnie 
Jail’s Borstal Wing and Friarton Detention Center 
since 1 was 16, mainly on breach of the peace and 
offensive weapons charges. Getting into fights 
and slashing people were just part of gang life. 

So how did the violence progress to murder? 
There was a guy called Willie Moonie who had given 
me a beating with an iron bar when we were in the 
young offenders unit in Barlinnie. I suppose we 
were ona collision course from then on. We'd 
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arranged to settle the score ina city center pub 
called the Lunar Seven. SoI got tooled up witha 
bowie knife and went looking for him. 

What happened when you walked into 

the pub? 

Everyone knew there was going to be trouble. The 
police later said they recovered 50 knives from the 
crime scene. I hadn't been in there long whena 
pint glass flew past my head and I saw Willi 
Moonie running toward me with his hand in his 
jacket. I was already on edge so I was ready for 
him, and by the time he reached me, I had the 
knife in my hand and I'd stabbed him near the 
heart. People later told me the knife fight went on 
for 10 minutes and that I stabbed him seven 
times. In the end, he was on top of me and he 
said, “That's enough.” But as we got up, he went 
for me again, and that’s when I stabbed him in 
the throat. 

Did he die instantly? 

No. He staggered out of the pub and the whole 
place erupted. But before anyone got to me, he'd 
come back in the door and collapsed. 


How did you feel? 

It was like 1 was somewhere else watching. I just 
walked out of the pub ina daze, dumped the knife 
ina trash can and circled round to the other side of 
the street. When I looked across at the pub, I saw 
his legs sticking out of the doorway. 

Were you arrested right away? 

No. I got ona city center night bus, still covered in 
blood. All the passengers went deathly quiet and I 
told the driver to take me to my house, even 
though it wasn’t on the route, After all, who was 
going to say anything to a guy covered in blood? 
When I gotinside, I stripped, got a shotqun and 
jammed itin the mail slot. I smoked a couple of 
joints and sat there until daylight. 

Were you just planning to shoot whomever 
came near the house? 

Ifa postman had puta letter through, I would 
have killed him. Once it had hit home that I'd 
killed a man, I just pushed this self-destruct 
button and thought, “If the police come, I'll shoot, 
and then they'll have to do me.” It seemed like 
the easy way out. 

How long was it before they got you? 

A couple of days. My dad tried to get me away to 
Amenica, but the cops caught up with us while we 
were at his fnend’s house. Everyone in the house 
got arrested with me. I was charged with murder 
and they were charged with harboring a criminal. 
It upset me that something I'd done was hurting 
my friends and family, so I told the cops that 1 
would lead them to the knife if they let everyone 
go. I got life for the murder, which I knew would 
be about 11 or 12 years. Ispent some timein 
Barlinnie and some time in Perth Prison. In the 
end, the sentence turned out to be 16 years 
because I tried to kill a couple of prison guards 
with a turnip cutter while I was inside. 

So you were still trying to kill people while 

you were in jail? 

I was repulsed by myself, by what I had done, so! 
was still trying to self-destruct. I spent 14 months 
in solitary in Perth, which made me more and 
more disturbed. I just kept asking myself how the 
fuck allthis had happened, and I wasn't getting 
any answers. 

Would you say that you're still capable of 
committing a murder? 

Everyone is if they get themselves in the wrong 
situation. Hopefully, I won’t be in those kinds of 
situations again. I've been married for six years 
now, and I don’t want that kind of thing to come 
back and hurt my wife or my two little nephews. 
The 5-year-old summed it all up the other day 
when he told his mother that Uncle Hugh wasa 
naughty boy, but he’s a good boy now. 

Do you think you'll ever be able to put the 

past behind you? 

Everyone seems to want to trade on my past, to be 
seen with a murderer, with a hard man. Sol've 
moved to Edinburgh with my wife and I rarely go 
out these days. I'm going to write a book though, 
about what life is like after 16 years inside and 
about living with yourself knowing that you're a 
murderer. One lesson I learned inside is you'll 
never deal with the future until you deal with the 
past. The book is going to help me do that.

| onny Viljoen, 32, isa police inspector in 
Prietermaritzburg, South Africa. He is 
known throughout Natal province for his 
, take-no-shit reputation, backed up bythe 
fact that during his 13 years on the force, he’s 
shot and killed 12 people in the line of duty, not 
all of them criminals. 


Would you describe yourself as trigger-happy? 
A lot of my friends would. They call me “the 
Annihilator” and ask me who Ive killed today, but 
I know I'm not trigger-happy. I've never fired a 
shot without thinking that my life was in danger. 
Have you ever killed anyone who wasn’t threat- 
ening your life? 

There was an occasion when we were chasing a 
stolen car and the people were shooting at us. I 
returned fire and one bullet hit a bystander, a man 
of about 35, It killed him instantly. 

How did you feel about it? 

I felt numb, and wondered if there was anything I 





r. Michael Irwin, 68, is vice chairman of 

the Voluntary Euthanasia Society in 

England. In a medical career spanning 

40 years, he has worked both as a house 
physician and as a general practitioner, and has 
admitted to helping as many as 50 of his patients 
die using a legal “double effect” process. 


Euthanasia is a gray area legally. What are you 
allowed to do if someone wants to die? 

Doctors can legally practice “passive” euthanasia, 
which means withholding treatment even ifthe 
person will die asa result. But they can’t directly 
help the person die, by giving a lethal injection, 
for example. However, I would argue that passive 
euthanasia has exactly the same moral and practi- 
cal result as giving a lethal injection. 

How exactly do you help your patients die? 

The euthanasia I practice is known as “double 
effect.” I'll give a patient who wants to die 
increased doses of pain-relieving drugs. This is 
legal as long as I make it public that my intent was 
to relieve the patient's suffering, not cause death. 
I think of itas society's wink to euthanasia. Forty- 
seven percent of general practitioners say they've 
used double effect to help patients die. 
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_ could've done to have prevented it. But soon 

realized that I hadn‘t done anything wrong. I just 

had to keep working while the case was referred to 

the attorney general, who looked at the evidence 

and then dismissed it. I felt bad, butit was justan 

incredibly unlucky set of circumstances. 

What's the closest you've come to being killed? 

My crew and 1 were on patrol when I sawa van 

| being driven erratically. We pulled it over and I 

| walked up to the van. There were three guys in the 
back and one in the passenger seat, plus the driver. 
I was about 10 feet away when the ones in the back

What kind of drugs do you give the patient? 
Diamorphine, which is chemical heroin. 
What side effect does diamorphine have?

It would trouble me if I didn‘t practice double 
effect, knowing I could've shown compassion but 
didn’t because I was too scared about what the 
consequences would be for me. 
Who was the first person you helped to die?

them up to a syringe driver, which is an intra- 
venous drip that feeds in so many milligrams of 
diamorphine every hour or half-hour. 
What happens to them when they die? 
There’s no drama, no last death throes—that’s the 
medical point of double effect. As the body shuts 
down, their life just ebbs away. The diamorphine 
means they'll diea dignified death. 
Do you talk with a patient as he is dying? 
You have to monitor pain levels, and the best way 
of doing this is through the patient himself. Other 
than that, I don’t act any differently from the rest 
of the time that they've known me. 
In Holland, voluntary euthanasia has been 
decriminalized, and old folks are reportedly 
terrified that their doctors will bump 
them off, Is there a danger of 
doctors playing God? 
_ That myth comes partly from 
a survey done by the Dutch 
Physicians League, an 
association of only 
several hundred doctors 
who are against eutha- 
nasia. Patients are 
bumped off against their 
’ willall the time anyway. 
Legalizing euthanasia will 
mean those situations will 
come under greater scrutiny 
before things go too far.

The contract killer 


Evseich was paid 
200,000 rubles 
for his kill 


Keeping your nerve and choosing the right vantage point: Hit 
man Simon Evseich on the tricks of the assassin’s trade 


imon Evseich, 37, is a hit man for hire 
across Eastern Europe. He recently got 
out of Mettalastroi prison, near St. 
Petersburg, Russia, after serving six 
years for the 1992 killing of Muscovite drug 
baron Alexis Praskoyva and his bodyguard. The 
original charge of murder was beaten down to 
accessory by his lawyer. 





How did you become a hit man? 

I was a sergeant in the Russian army, but when I 
left, I was struggling to make a living in Moscow. 
Then I gota phone call from an old army friend 
who told me he had found an incredible way to 
make a lot of money. I met him fora drink and he 
told me he knew people who were looking for 
capable ex-army marksmen to work as assassins. 
Had you killed before? 

Never. I'd been trained as a sniper in the army 
and I couldn’t believe what my friend was telling 
me. But I trusted him, and he assured me every 
target was involved in badness of some kind and 
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didn’t deserve to live. Itold him then and there 
that I'd do it. He became my contact. 

So who are your employers? 

Different factions of the Eastern European Mafia. 
I never really know who because I only speak to 
my contact. Ido know that the marks are always 
involved in either drugs or prostitution and that 
they have encroached on someone else’s turf. 
Your employers hardly sound like angels. 

As far as I’m concerned, I work for my contact and 


_ heisa good man. 


How much money were you paid for the killing 
of Alexis Praskoyva? 

A hundred thousand rubles [about $3,600] were 
paid into an account the day before I shot him, 
and I received the same sum the day after. But 
the authorities seized the funds when I was 
arrested two days afterward. 

Where did you shoot him from? 

From the balcony of an apartment on the same 
side of the street where he was walking. People 
always expect sniper fire to come from opposite 





them; they never think to look behind them. 
How did you prepare for the “hit”? 

I double-checked everything. The dossier I had 
on him was very thorough, right down to his 
places of business, where he drank, where his 
home was and where his mistress lived. I just had 
to find out which location would give me the 
cleanest shot. I decided it was outside his mis- 
tress’s apartment. There was an easy escape 
across the road and into Gorky Park. 

Did you worry about losing your nerve? 

The crunch moment was when I looked through 
the built-in range finder on my rifle. This is the 
time when a bad marksman will lose his nerve 
because you can see the target’s expression and 
whether he has shaved that day. At that point, 
the reality of what you're doing comes flooding 
through the sight. But I didn’t hesitate. 

Did you kill Praskoyva outright? 

I actually had to put the bodyguard down first 
because he was doing too good a job of protect- 
ing his boss. Then I fired off as many torso shots 
as I could at Praskoyva. The rifle fires 30 rounds 
per minute when it’s in semi-automatic mode, so 
if your aim is true, you will kill the man outright. 
It’s not like you see in the movies where there is a 
single shot to the head. But I didn’t definitely 
know that I'd killed him until I heard on the 
evening news that they were both dead. 

How did you get off as only an accessory? 
Because another man was caught firing the 
“control shot” to Praskoyva’s head. I didn’t 
know there was another assassin following me 
to make sure the target was dead. It was this 
man who was caught and gave the police my 
name in interrogation, so although I was initially 
charged with the double murder, my lawyer 
managed to convince the judge that Praskoyva 
and the bodyguard were still alive and the 
second assassin’s bullet had killed them both. 
But I know that no one could have survived 

my bullets. 

Are there any jobs you wouldn’t take on? 

I wouldn't kill children or anyone who is fighting 
for democracy in this country. 

What about women? 

Once you're an adult, you can make a choice 
between good and evil. Just because the evil is 
being done by a woman doesn’t mean she should 
be spared. She has made her choice. 

How do you keep your conscience clear when 
you know you're a killer? 

The dossier I had was enough to convince me that 
he and his associates were all evil men. However, 
my parents were Polish Catholics and I was raised 
Catholic, so my time in jail was incredibly diffi- 
cult. I had a lot of time to think about what I had 
done and feel guilty. 

Do you ever think you are an evil man? 

Yes. Istarted to doubt whether I was doing it for 
the money or whether I just enjoyed doing it 
because I liked the idea of killing. I don’t havea 
wife or any children, so it’s not like I desperately 
need the money. However, I've reconciled with 
the reality that Iam sending bad men to their 
fate. In this way, Iam doing God’s willand have 
made my peace with him. FHM

What does a pit boss do? 
It's the pit boss's job to oversee the pits. 
That means everything: scheduling, discipline, 
cards, assigning tables, employee performance 
appraisals, customer relations, floor supervision, 
player ratings and, of course, maintaining the 
integnity of all the games, making sure things are 
being done honestly on both sides of the table, 

How did you become a pit boss? 

Time. I've been here since 1944; I come from an 
old gaming family. My father was a bookmaker, 
my uncle owns casinos, my cousins own casinos 
here in Vegas. My wife was a dealer andis nowa 
cocktail waitress at the Gold Coast. 

Pit bosses have a reputation for being eccentric, 

even by Vegas standards. What's the strangest 

thing you've ever seen another pit boss do? 

There was a quy shooting craps and his false teeth 
fell out into the field, so the pit 
boss pulled out his false teeth, 
laid them down and said, “You're 
faded [covered],” There used to 
be bosses who would go around 
with a salt shaker and put salt on 
people to bnng them bad luck. I 
had a guy working forme, inthe 
dice pit, who would throw seven 
matches onthe ground trying to 
bring a seven up. 

Does your job get dangerous? 
Well, I pulled a bomb out of a 
trash can once. That was inthe 
late'70s, when there was arash 
ofbombthreats.Itookthecall 
and this guy was on the phone telling me he 
wanted $400,000 in a briefcase tossed offthe top 
of the parking garage, He said there were three 
bombs planted and one of them was in a white 
paper bag in a white trash can by the side ofthe 
cashier's cage. Well, [looked down andthetrash 
can was right between my leas. He asked me if 
we were going to comply, and I said probably not 
and hung up. I pulled offthe top ofthe trash can 
and there it was! Just then, my chief of security 
was going by and I grabbed him, gave him the 
bomb and said, “Get it out the back door.” Later 
on, they told me you are not supposed to do that. 

Why do pit bosses always have that look on 

their faces like they know something we don’t? 
Maybe years ago we did, but I don’t think pit 
bosses have that look anymore. It’s awholenew 
industry now, one that wants pit bosses to smile, 
Years ago, the industry used ta sweat the money, 
and nobody wanted to see a player win. That's 
what that look was about, 

In the movie Rainman, Dustin Hoffman's char- 

acter counts a six-card deck. Is this possible? 
Oh, yeah. I can count it.

use eight-deck shoes, and you can count an 
eight-deck shoe. Hell, you could even count a 
hundred-deck shoe if you were good enough. 
What are some of the most elaborate ways 
you've seen people cheat? 
I've seen some pretty fancy stuff. Some very 
inventive coolers—that's a pre-sorted deck ora 
pre-marked deck—like a deck that's been marked 
with a type of ink that only someone wearing spe- 
cial glasses can read, But what stands out the 
most happened before computers were really 
around. There was a guy doing really well at 
blackjack and we knew something was going on. 
Thad an extra man on the floor and an extra quy 
inthe eye-in-the-sky, and both of them kept 
telling me this guy wasn't counting. So the direc- 
tor of surveillance and I stood outside the pit to 
watch him and we noticed his feet were con- 
stantly moving. He kept tapping. It 
suddenly dawned on me that he was 
using a computer, and sure enough, 
we had security pull him off and when 
we searched him, he had sensors in 
his boots and the wining ran through 
his underwear. He was tapping infor- 
mation in with one foot and it was 
getting transmitted to the other. 
Anything else? 
Well, one of the reasons we now have 
clear plastic shoes is because years 
ago we had wooden ones and this quy 
gota hold ofone and put apenscope 
inside. It had a little transmitter and 
a light that showed the first card in 
the hand before it was dealt. It was amazing. With 
all the work it took to build that thing, the quy 
could have made a hell of an honest living, 
You must get bribed a lot. 
Years ago, I became friendly with a customer and 
he suggested we should have dinner. I was sin- 
gle at the ime and he knew this, so he showed 
up for dinner with these two gorgeous girls. After 
a while, the conversation got around tothe fact 
that he was representing some other people who 
wanted me to run a certain casino for their organ- 
ization. I'm not going to say it was the mob, but 
let’s just say it was an organization and that I 
refused, and, well, he took the two girls with him. 
Have you seen some really sore losers? 
Plenty. There was a guy playing the Megabucks— 
that's the slot machine that's linked to all other 
slots in Nevada and it gets up to multi-millions. 
He was playing all night and finally had to goto 
the bathroom. He tells his wife to sit there and 
not do anything, but she gets bored. You need to 
put $3 into get the millions jackpot, but she only 
puts a dollarin and pulls the handle and hits 
megabucks. With a dollar, the machine only pays 
$15,000. So this guy comes back and grabs his 
wife and starts beating the hell out of her. Ittook 
a lot of security to pull him off, 


Jeez. Any others? 
Oh, sure, there was this one guy we used to call 
Benny the Bite, He was the nicest quyin the 
world, but when he was losing, he would take a 
bite out of the craps rail, tearing off pieces of it. 

How accurate was the movie Casino? 
Well, they hammed it up a bit, but there were 
always alot ofrumors about The Stardust. Lefty 
Rosenthal wouldn't let security into the slot 
department, so you figured something was going 
on. [heard a story about a slot manager who dis- 
appeared and nobody's ever found him. 

When did the whole showgirls thing become a 

part of Vegas ? 
There’s always been an undercurrent of it. When 
Benny Seigel opened the Flamingo, he had show- 
girls. One of his rules was that when the girls got 
off work, they had to leave the property. So 
they'd go to this bar down the street, and all, of 
a sudden his customers were down there too! He 
stopped that practice pretty quickly. 

Have any of Siegfried and Roy’s big cats ever 

gotten loose? 
No, but I'll tell you another Bugsy Seigel story. 
When he opened the Flamingo, he had a bunch 
of real flamingos imported, but he forgot to clip 
their wings and they all flew away. 

Any bets that have blown your mind? 
This guy is standing looking at the roulette wheel 
and suddenly throws a $20 billto the dealer and 
says, “I lost.” The dealer says, “But you didn't 
have a bet up there.” The guy tells him that he 
made a bet in his mind and it didn't hit. Well, the 
dealer tookthe money. About a week later, this 
guy comes back and does the same thing only 
this time he starts screaming, “I win! I win! I win! 
Give me my money!” The dealer doesn't want to 
pay him. It’s a big ruckus and the pit bosses get 
involved and they call the Gaming Control Board 
and they made them pay. Since the dealer 
changed the rules, he had to abide by them. 

What's the worst thing you've seen somebody 

do in the name of greed? 
One time a guy had a heart attack on the craps 
table. We called the paramedics and brought 
security in. The quy had about $380 in chips on 
the table, so we took the chips and put them 
aside, Anyway, security finds his wallet and his 
ID and his name is Mr. Jones, so we start paging 
Mrs. Jones, This woman walks up and sees the 
guy on the ground and starts screaming, “Oh, 
my husband! Oh, God!" You know, the whole 
deal. The paramedics show up and start working 
on hum and all of asudden she looks at me and 
asks, “Was there anymoney?” At that time I said, 
“Yes, there was. Do you have any identification?” 
Turns out she wasn't anybody, not his wife or a 
relative, just a cold, cold bitch.

After a 36-hour marathon 
Session in a casino, Tommy Z. 
was $6,000 in the hole, had 
hocked his dead mother’s ring 
and was still in debt to a 300- 
pound amputee named Frankie 


here’s no such thing as Christmas in Las 
Vegas. Itis just another day, identical to 
the last, where 80-degree temperatures 
and blue skies make it difficult to even 
remember that it's winter. Trees are deco- 
rated and Christmas lights are strewn on houses, 
but compared to the neon glare of the strip, 
Christmas is dwarfed. In the end, you're out here 
for one reason, and that's to gamble. So Christmas 
starts to fade into the background. It didn’t mean 
much to me either, except that I had family in town 
visiting my sister, and I had leftit until the last 
minute to buy them presents. So on the night 
before Christmas 1999, I stood in line at the Gold 
Coast Casino waiting to cash in a winning sports- 
book ticket and a paycheck from work. I'd finally 
snapped a nasty losing streak on some college 
football games and got my hands on some real 
money. I was going to buy some presents and use 
the rest to pay off my debts. The place was packed 
with an assortment of hardcore gamblers, elderly 
vacationers and those, who for some reason or 
another, would rather bein a filthy casino on 
Christmas Eve than with their own families. 

I'd been working at a casino a few doors down as 
a bartender for about two years after moving from 
New York. Back East had been a heroin addict and 
decided, on the advice of my sister, who also lives 
here, to move to Vegas. SoI got this job and tried to 
start a new life. Unfortunately, mine didn’t havea 
happy ending. The drug addiction gave way to food 
addiction and I gained 50 pounds, then I moved 
trom food to pornography and became a sex addict, 
and finally, when I got a handle on the porn, I dis- 
covered the joys of gambling. SoI promised myself 
on this night that as soon as I got my money I'd 
leave. Besides, I was sick as a dog with a 104-deqree 
fever. But on my way out, the lure of a flashing 
$10,000 progressive jackpot sign ona video-poker 
machine proved too much to ignore. “Justa couple 
hands,” Itold myself. Yeah, right. As soon as that 
first dollar wentinto the machine, I was finished. 

Twelve hours later, I was still banging away at 
the machine, I had lost $7,000 and I was crying my 
eyes out. I owed money all over town, mainly toa 
wheelchair-bound loan shark named Frankie who 
ran his operation out of the back of a dingy all- 
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“Anybody 
wanna buy 
a hotel?” 


night poker club. Everybody knew Frankie. He was 
a fat, old diabetic who weighed more than 300 
pounds and had both of his legs amputated. With 
Frankie, as with most loan sharks, if you didn't 
have the money to pay him back, you had to meet 
the weekly vig (interest payment), which was 


| about 5 percent. Basically, you only go to a guy like 


Frankie when your options have run out. Because 


instead of foreclosing on your home or seizing your 


assets, Frankie's thugs would break your legs. 

With nothing else to gamble with for the 
moment, I drove home and barricaded myself 
inside my room. I locked the door, turned off all 
the lights and ripped the phone out of the wall. 
And for two days, I just sat in the dark. I told myself 
I wasn’t going to gamble anymore, and for a couple 
of days I did feel better. Butthen, I started to 
think about gambling again. For me, it 
always followed 
the same pat- 
tern. Sometimes 
I'd win and I was 
the king of Vegas.

What they think is influ- 
encing a lot of people. When they make per- 
sonal judgments on character is when I wish I 
could be a commentator for a day and attack 
them like they attack us. 

But they are paid to say, “I 

think. ...” Are they all bad? 

I love Chick Hearn, who does 
the Lakers games. He once said 
I couldn’t throw a free throw 
into the ocean. But he was 
right! I had to laugh. When he 
criticizes me, I know he’s not 
doing itto be mean. 

You've been arrested a few 

times since you gotinto the 

NBA. Has being in boring 

Sacramento kept you out of 

trouble the last few years? 
That's a total misconception, 
The more idle time you have, 
the more trouble you're going to get into. I 
wouldn't say it’s been the best place for me. 
Don't get me wrong, the fans have been great, 
but there is way too much quiet time. I mean, 
the only things I do are watch TV, play golf and 
fish, I have a music studio in my house, but I 
can’t really sing. 

Did you really puke before your first NBA game? 
Talmost went to the bathroom on myself! I had 
that sickening feeling in my stomach. I remem- 
ber hearing the national anthem, the jump ball 
being thrown, just staring at Hakeem Olajuwon 
for the first two plays and not doing athing. I 
couldn't tell you if we won or lost the game. 

Do you think some players are just selfish and 

only care about promoting themselves rather 

than winning? 
Ifyou think the latter first, then you are going 
in the right direction. But yeah, some guys only 
worry about being on TV, and if you lose, every- 
thing is still cool. I hate going into places and 
not feeling like the best. 

Do you have a basketball courtin your house 

like Shaq does? 

Idon’tnow, but I definitely am going to get one 
soon. I would like to have an entire gym 
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complex—a weight room, a basketball court, 
maybe some bleachers. I think all of us athletes 
should have one. I mean, we're inthe gym all day, 
so why not just be able to go to my own gym in 
the house anytime, day or night? I remember back 
in ‘89 or 90, when the Pistons won the champi- 
onship, I think it was Isiah Thomas who talked 
about how he couldn't sleep the night before the 
game, so he went and shot free throws to get rid 
of that nervous energy. I actually got to play hoops 
with Cal Ripken at his home gym. I couldn't let 
him post me up, but I didn’t want to hurt him 
either. He still had the streak going at the time, 
and I didn’t want to be the guy to end it. 
Are you glad Dennis Rodman is no longer in 
the NBA? 
I miss playing against him. When he was in 
Detroit, he would guard the opposition’s best 
players: Magic, Bird, etc. The guy 
cnied when he lost. He cried when he 
won. That's one thing that’s miss- 
ing in today’s game. I don’t care 
about the off-court antics. You can 
say all you want about Dennis and 
the way he conducts himself away 
fromthe game, but when it came to 
basketball, he was one of the fittest 
guys ['ve ever seen. He worked out 
before and after games. [ mean, he’s 
won seven rings! 
Did you ever hang with him? 
I remember back in high school, 
meeting him in an arcade. I was this 
tall, qumpy kid, and he offered me 
ajob at his summer camp. That was 
the best moment of my life. 
Ever go one-on-one with him or party together? 
Nah, I was just a kid. 
OK. Where did your teammate Jason Williams 
get his nickname, “White Chocolate”? 
I'm not sure, but I know he doesn’t like it that 
much, The guy's a hick who grew up in a trailer 
park, you know? I've heard people say he got 
the name because he plays like he’s black, but 
that's just ridiculous. The quyjust likes to “ball.” 
People say he’s a real prankster. 
T remember one day before a game, this reporter 
asked Jason if he thought we were going to win 
that night. Instead of giving your typical 
answer, Jason said, “Does a bear shit in the 
woods?” He was stone-faced for a few seconds 
and the journalist was just sitting there, and 
then Jason Let out this big laugh. 
Has he ever pulled one over on you? 
We live down the street from each other, and 
heis Mr. Practical Joker. One day I was hearing 
this banging noise outside, andthe next thing 
I know, the guy is paint-balling my tree! During 
the off-season when his favorite football team, 
the Vikings, was playing mine, Detroit, he 
would call me every time the Vikes scored and 


dog me and then hang up. 

Who talks the most trash in the NBA? 

I have to say Gary Payton. I look forward to 
every time we get on the court together. He's 
very spur of the moment, very animated. 

Have you ever just wanted to lay out that pesky 

John Stockton? 

Yeah, I fouled him pretty hard in the playoffs, 
but that’s just basketball. I respect him so much. 
I got him to sign my jersey at last year’s All Star 
game. Howcan one guy lead the league in steals 
and assists?

Nah, but I'd like to make all Eastern Division 
teams wear them! 

Who is the dirtiest player in the league? 

Tom Gugliotta is definitely the dirtiest.

I don't really want to say, but the quy is a total 
cheap-shot artist. 

Did Charles Barkley ever nail you on the court? 
In my rookie year, he really laid me out. He did 
it to all rookies.

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With their husky voices, huge bronzed thighs and ability 
to bench press a large man, female bodybuilders will 
never need your muscles to open ajar of peanut butter

t’s a mild July day in Virginia, and Denise Gerard 
is having a bit of a fit. Denise is a bodybuilder. 
Just over 5 feet tall, she can bench press 225 
pounds; her biceps are 14 inches and her chest 
is 38 inches of solid muscle. I've been tagging 
along after her as she prepares for a major com- 
petition, but now it seems her patience is wear- 
ing thin, At the gym, Lasked her to do 
her competition dance routineonetoo many _4% im 
times and she’s getting agitated, saying : 
it’s making her sweat and causing her y 
painted-on tan to streak. NowI’mwait- ‘Jam 
ing outside her apartment, but she 2S 
doesn’t want to answer ° 
any more questions 
for the moment. 
She's sent her hus- 
band, Henry, out to 
have a word with me. 
Henry is a champion power lifter 
himself—he can bench press more than 
400 pounds—and he’s as bald asa 
cue ball. Thank God, he’s also 
extremely sweet-natured, “At 
this point, she’s gotten to feela 



























little uncomfortable,” says Henry. “People being 
around her bothers her a little bit. It's just the last days 
when it starts to. .. .” He trails off. 

I can’t exactly blame Denise. For the past four 


| months, she’s been on strict rations: no fat, no sugar 


and severely restricted carbohydrates. She eats six 
meals a day, roughly every two hours, and her mood 
yo-yos up and down by the minute. On top of this, 
there's the stress: She’s in the middle of packing for the 
one bodybuilding show she competes in each year. She's 
worried that she hasn't got her dance routine down; 
she’s worried that, unable to concentrate due to her 
restricted diet, she will forget to pack something impor- 

tant, like her chicken griller or her microwave. 
So when I stick my nose in and start asking 
_ questions, it doesn’t exactly help. 

But that, really, is why I'm 
here—to try to understand the 
urge to be a bodybuilder. And as 
my subject, I’m taking the most 
extreme and strangest group of 
bodybuilders of all: the women. Like the 
men, women bodybuilders train like animals, 
' eat heaps of bland food and pump themselves full 
of steroids—all for the cause of becoming like the 
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shiny brown mannequins you see on the cover 
of muscle magazines on the newsstands. But 
while a man looking like Arnold Schwarzenegger 
in his Mr. Olympia prime is to some degree com- 
prehensible, a woman looking that way takes 
some explaining. 

Earlier in the day at the supermarket, Denise 
tried to communicate something of her obses- 
sion. She said she’s always been athletic, that this 
was just a continuation of her interest in track 
and field. All the while, as she was saying this, she 
was being gawked at by other shoppers. “I lift 
weights because I like how the physique looks,” 
Denise said then, not terribly helpfully. Now, talk- 
ing to Henry, I realize that this isn’t the time to 
keep digging for answers. I apologize, and we 
agree to meet up at the competition itself. 

“Welcome to the Jan Tana Classic!” exclaims 
none other than Jan Tana, a glamorous Southern 
belle of indeterminate age. Jan’s in charge of a 
company that sells tan-in-a-bottle, but oncea 
year, she steps out as the star and organizer of 
the world’s largest professional bodybuilding 
and fitness show for women. We're standing on 
the main stage at the Roanoke Civic Center in 
Virginia, and Jan is about to take me ona back- 
stage tour of the competition as it starts gear- 
ing up. She’s explaining that, in addition to the 
female bodybuilders, the show willalso feature 
a bodybuilding contest for men aged 40 and 
over, plus a fitness competition—"fitness” mean- 
ing a combination of bodybuilding, gymnastics 
and a beauty pageant. It emerged in recent 
years as a reaction against the increasingly 
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huge muscles of the female bodybuilders, as a 
way to keep red-blooded men interested in the 
competition. Now it’s taken over as the more 
prestigious category. “Some people just feel that 
female bodybuilders have taken it a little bit too 
extreme with how muscular they are,” Jan says. 
“They've gotten a bit too muscular as far as 
marketability goes.” 

Even within the tight-knit community of body- 
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building, the female competitors are controver- 
sial. Having created the fitness category, some 
members of the bodybuilding establishment still | 
feel the women are too masculine. Too much like 
“monsters,” in the words of one judge. This will be 
the 13th Jan Tana Classic, but for this show there 
has been a change in the judging criteria. For the 
first time, female bodybuilders will be marked on 
hair and makeup, and the judges will be looking 

for slightly smaller muscles. 
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As a way of getting as involved as possible in 
the competition, I've been angling for a job to do. 
While I'm here, I’m hoping to learn an apprecia- 
tion for female muscle myself. I reason that one 
way to do this might be to join the “tanning 
team,” an elite cadre of competition officials who 
are in charge of applying a smooth coating of 
bronzer to the competitors, the better to show off 
their pumped-up muscles. “We would love you to 
be involved with the tanning 
team,” says Jan. “I have so many 
volunteers every year, because 
you've got to think: We've got 
the top athletes in the world for 
> 7 bodybuilding, for fitness—men 


“ | and women—so everybody wants 


to get their hands on these people. 
It's a privilege to work with them.” 

“But notin a slightly kinky 
way?’ I inquire. 

“No, no. If you've got some- 
body you admire, you want to be 
close to them and get to know 
them,” she replies. 

“But you don’t necessarily want to massage oil 
into their buttock cheeks,” I point out. I think 
may have blown my chance for the tanning team. 

The truth is, I have no special sexual interest in 
muscular women. I was only teasing Jan because I 
know there are men who do—men for whom paint- 
ing bronzer onto the back of a female bodybuilder 
would be fuel for a thousand lonely nights. (Such 
men are apparently called “schmoes.”) In the 
absence of mainstream interest in women’s 
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muscle, it’s the schmoes who finance the female 
bodybuilding scene. They buy the signed photos, 
attend the shows and, if they're especially 
well-heeled, pay upward of $200 fora 
“orivate session.” 

A private session doesn’t necessar- 
ily involve sex. It could be an hour of 
arm-wrestling. It could mean watch- 
ing the woman pose or oil up her 
muscles and lift weights. Denise is 
among those listed on a database 
of muscle women available for 
private sessions, for a company j 
called Iron Belles of America 
(“Bringing your muscle fantasies 
to life”).

Heading down to the hotel for 
a press conference to be held before the 
main show, I runinto a man unloading 
plastic tubs from a van. His name is Charles 
Peeples and he describes himself as an 
“activist” for the appreciation of big, muscu- 
lar women. I’m not about to argue, as he’s 
pretty muscular in his own right—one of his 
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biceps is thicker than my head. Charles runs a 
company called The Valkyries (slogan: “A hard 
woman is good to find”), which sells T-shirts and 
magazines at bodybuilders’ events. But above 
and beyond that, he considers it his mission to 
spread the word about female muscle. 
Charles is nothing if not passionate. 
m= Indeed, as I listen to him, I can’t help 
feeling there’s something off about 
him. I like him, but he also makes 
me nervous. He seems to take it 
personally that I don’t share 
his enthusiasm for muscular 
women, as though I’m 
thereby calling hima 
deviant, or saying that 
muscular women must be 
stopped from doing what 
they want to do. “One of 
the dilemmas of being an 
admirer of something that’s 
considered offbeat by society is 
that you get relegated to a sus- 
pect category,” Charles says 
with some intensity. “And in 
this instance, you can be 
considered borderline 
homosexual.” 
Down at the Hotel 
Roanoke, where most 
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of the competitors are staying, the Jan Tana press 
conference is about to start. Journalists are 
milling around; bodybuilders are getting ready for 
the weigh-in. I’m flicking through the Jan Tana 
Classic official brochure. Not surprisingly, the 
fitness girls’ photos are at the front. Cavorting in 
bikinis on beaches, they are undeniably pretty. 
They look like swimsuit models, but swimsuit 
models who could cartwheel across a room and 
knock your head off your neck with both heels, 
still smiling. Then come the photos of the female 
bodybuilders. I don’t like to admit it to myself but 
there is something disturbing about them. I'm 
trying to put my finger on what itis. I decide it’s 
not so much seeing huge sinewy muscles on 
women, rather, it’s the huge sinewy muscles in 
combination with the all-American feminine 
cheesiness of the images themselves. It’s the big 
toothy grins and the exquisitely teased hair and 
the absurd little bikinis—all of those dainty 
accessories sitting atop a glistening mountain 

of sculpted muscle. 

Forget taking steroids. Although I can’t say for 
sure, the way these women look they must be 
feasting on them, wolfing them down with a knife 
and fork, ingesting their entire five- or six-meal- 
a-day regimen in steroid form. Based on my read- 
ing on the subject, it’s not clear anyone has ever 
overdosed on steroids. However, it’s well-known 
that steroids do have serious side effects: rectal 
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bleeding, liver and kidney malfunction, increased 
aggression. For women, they have other added 
benefits. They are, after all, synthetic male hor- 
mones and result in the onset of masculine char- 
acteristics: stubble, receding hairlines, deeper 
voices. And enlarged penis-like clitorises. 

One photo in particular catches my eye. It’s 
of a bodybuilder named Maria Calo-Wallace from 
Argentina. Her thigh muscles look fit to burst 
through the skin, and her shoulders are so broad 
that her head looks like a golf ball sitting ona 
mantelpiece. As I wander outside, I think I spot 
aschmo. He has a headset on and 
appears to be receiving instruc- 
tions from it. He’s balding, a 
little pudgy, maybe 35. His 
name is Neil. “I’m talking to 
one ofthecompetitors,” | 
he says. “If she wants ie 
food or drink, she tells 
me, then I go get her some y 
food and drink.” 

It transpires that Neil's wife is 
one of the female bodybuilders. 
They met at a fitness convention 
in Ohio and married a year ago. I 
ask Neil to point out his wife in 
the Jan Tana catalog. He points at 
Mana Calo-Wallace, she of the mon- } 
ster thighs. In fact, Neil says that at 
one time, Maria had the largest 
thighs of any woman in the world. 
“Can we meet her?” Task. “I‘lLask 
her,” Neil says, and then without 
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moving, he continues: “Maria? Have you been 
weighed in yet? Maria? [Pause] Maybe she had to 
take off her headset to be weighed in.” 
“We could just go up to her,” I suggest. 
The competition kicks off with the 
arrival of a platoon of Marines from 
a nearby military base. Each year, 
the Jan Tana Classic has a different 
theme. This year, it’s “American 
patriotism.” The Marines are 
also here because they like to 
sponsor health and fitness, 
apparently. No one seems 
bothered by the irony of the 
fact that many of the com- 
e petitors are so starved 
. and dehydrated they 
, could barely whistle 
- nationalanthem 
wee keeling over. 
) There is a rumor going 
4 around that none of 


the Marines will pose 


with a female bodybuilder for fear of 














appearing small and wimpy. 

Backstage, the scene is surreal. Given that 
this is considered a big bodybuilding event, I’m 
amazed how basic the quarters are. The women 
are elbow-to-elbow in group dressing rooms, 
and I'm wandering around with impunity as they 
glue their bikinis in place and get a final layer of 
bronzer on their backs. I spot Denise listening to 
her Walkman, running through her routine in her 
head. I wish her luck. 

The pump-up room, where competitors can 
lift weights in order to gorge their muscles full 
of blood before going on stage, is overrun with 
fitness girls doing leg-raises and arm-curls. 
They are virtually indistinguishable, with their 
blond hair and pearly white teeth. They look like 
combat-ready cheerleaders, so laughably plastic 
and perfect, and yet, for the life of me, I can’t 
take my eyes off them. Then it’s time for the 
female bodybuilders, and suddenly I feel I've 
been turned loose in the dwarf-run gold mines of 
the Lord of the Rings. Female creatures with dark 
brown skin and husky voices scuttle about in 
bikinis and bare feet. “How are you doing?” I ask 
one as she prepares to go onstage. “Tired,” she 
croaks. “Dehydrated.” 

This is the pre-judging portion of the event. 
The competitors have to go onstage and do their 
five mandatory poses. Then they line up on stage 
and are called out to compare certain muscles 
with other competitors. This is the boring techni- 
cal part of the competition. The real spectacular is 
tomorrow night when the winners are announced 
and the competitors go through their routines; 





but even so, itseems sli ke a low 
turnout. Tickets range in price from 

$15 to $50—hardly a king's ransom— 
but the auditorium is only a third full. 

I've been chatting a little bit with 
Maria. Her English isn’t great and, 
maybe because of a kind of delinum 
due to her dieting, she can only 
speak in rambling 10-minute para- 
graphs. But I've gathered that she 
isn’t the least bit concerned about 
the health consequences of whatever 
drug she may or may not be taking. I 
haven't got the balls to ask her about 
her clitoris, sol ask instead about 
her idea of femininity. “It’s not the 
size,” she says. “For me, it’s the way 
you behave, the way you talk, your 
manners. I see many girls who weigh 
120 pounds and they're not feminine 
at all because they don’t know how to 
have a conversation. They don't know 
how to sit and eat. You know, man- 
ners. We're not monsters. We're just 
people who want to have large muscles.” 

Then she’s out onstage and I'm standing in the 
wings with Neil, Maria’s husband. “It's not natu- 
ral, is it?” Lask. “To look like that?” 

“No, but Maria always says she doesn t want 
to be the average girl sitting on a couch eating, 
watching television,” Neilsmiles. 

“I mean, it’s weird, isn’tit?” Task. 

“Itis,” he answers, soldiering on in the face 
of my incomprehension. “But again, they are 
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purposefully striving for the extreme. And I think 
they achieved it.” 

It’s the next night and the results arein. Asa 
lightweight, Denise places fifth in a field of 
seven, She's reasonably pleased. Maria, on the 
other hand, a heavyweight, fimishes ninthina 
field of 10. This is not a great result. She's placed 
so low, in fact, that she won't be allowed back 
onstage to do her dance routine, choreographed 
to a Britney Spears song. I find her backstage in 






the dressing room where NeiLis painting her back 
with bronzer. “So I've been planning my routine 
for nothing!” Maria says. “That's totally disre- 
spectful. You pay the ticket to see us, over there, 
displaying. That's what the fans want!” 

I commiserate. And yet, for the reasons why 
Maria has been sidelined, I really need look no 
further than my own heart. As much as I respect 
Maria for the commitment she has to her chosen 
field, I can’t pretend to love the way she looks. 
If I were a fee-paying member of the public, I 
suspect I, too, would prefer to see a fitness girl 
turning a few cartwheels than Mana striking 
poses to the strains of “Oops... I Did It Again.” 

The truth is, I don’t feel I've come close to 
understanding what motivates the women to do 
this. Iwonder if those doctors who say that many 
bodybuilders may be suffering from a sister disease 
to anorexia are correct. Terming it “bigorexia, — 
they say the sufferers are no longer able to see 
their own bodies accurately, condemned to exer- 
cise themselves into ever more outlandish shapes. 

On my way out of the building, I bump into 
Charles Peeples, he of The Valkyries, standing by 
his stall, selling his T-shirts. “I'ma little curious,” 
he says. “You've spent a lot of time covering this 
and asking questions. But] bet you prefer the 
fitness competitors, don’t you?” 

“How did you know that?” I ask. 

“Law of averages, I guess,” he says. “But I'm 
glad about that, because the more quys who pre- 
fer the conventionally acceptable women, the 
more of the really big women it leaves for the 
likes of me.”

We have a cof- 
fee guy who comes on set once a week, but last 
week he wasn’t here and I wanted a blended cof- 
fee. I was like, “How hard can this be? Come on, 
I’m 28 years old, Ican make a blended coffee 
drink.” I broke the blender! Smoke was billowing 
out of the room. AllI could do was laugh. That 
kind of made me realize I’ve never had a real job. I 
can’t even make a coffee drink. 

Do you think you've missed out on normal life 
because you were a child actor? 

No, butin Who’s the Boss?, they used my life, 
which isn’t normal. It was so embarrassing. Like, 
I started developing and wearing alittle bra, and 
a couple of weeks later, I turned up for a table 
reading and the episode was called “Sam’s First 
Bra.” And, the first time I got my period, instead 
of being home with my mom I was with Tony 
Danza! I didn’t tell Tony, but Itold Judith Light, 
the mother on the show. She told me through the 
bathroom door howto put a tampon in. I phoned 
my mom, and she was a little upset that she 
hadn’t been there. 

Is there a sort of sisterhood on Charmed, or can 
it get a bit bitchy on set? 

People always ask, “Do you guys really get 
along?” They just assume we couldn’t possibly. My 
stock answer is if we didn’t get along, you’d hear 
about it. I mean, if Shannen Doherty, Alyssa 
Milano and Holly Marie Combs weren’t getting 
along, that would be huge news. I knew the way 
Shannen was viewed by the press, and I had a day 
before I joined when I was like, “I don’t want to 
get myself into a situation that’s going to be 
unpleasant.” Then [had this sort of epiphany, and 
Isaid to myself, “I don’t even know her, and I 
wouldn't want anyone to judge me without know- 
ing me.” At first, every day was a big slumber 
party. We’d hang out and go out on the weekends 
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together. But now, by the third season, I'm defi- 
nitely in my trailer more. There will be days when 
we're like, “Yes! I love you!” And days whenit’s, 
“Oh, God, go away. I can't even look at you.” 

You played Amy Fisher, the Long Island Lolita, 
in a TV movie about the Buttafuoco story. Have 
you had any similar “dirty old man whose wife 
doesn’t understand him” experiences? 

No, [had a sheltered life. I had a quardian who 
came on the set with me. I was so lucky, I mean, 
I have no casting couch stories or weird sexual- 
harassment issues. Which is rare. In this busi- 
ness, you hear that stuff all the time. Like the 
dirty old man making the young ingénue take off 
her blouse during auditions. 

You worked with Sean Penn in Hugo Pool. Did he 
live up to his “difficult” reputation or was he 
a pussycat? 

He kept coming into my trailer. He is so sexy. I've 
never met a sexier man. He'd say stuff and I'd be 
like, “Oh, God.” And it would have been, “Could 
you pass the ketchup?” Isaw hima full month 
after we were done, and he said, “You were really 
good in our movie.” And for me, that goes dawn 
as one of the greatest compliments I've ever got- 
tenin my life. I shit my pants. I laid a brick, andI 
was like, “OK, thanks, Sean. Gotta go.” 

And Ice-T was your co-star in Body Count. Did he 
turn up on set with a huge entourage? 

Oh, yeah. He came with 17 one day—very sweet 
people. There were a lot of, like, cousins that he 
had on payroll. There was one scene where he 
takes a bulletin the leg and he took it so differ- 
ently than I'd ever seen an actor take a bullet 
before, so I was like, “Wow, that was a really cool 
choice.” He just looked at me and said, “That is 
what happens when you get shot.” So I went, 
“Oh! OK, so it wasn’t really a choice! Nice work!” 
In Fear you played an out-of-control girlfriend. 
What's the worst thing you've done in the 
name of love? 

Well, after someone finished with me, I stalked 
him. I called a girlfriend and we followed him, 
thinking we'd catch him with another woman. We 
didn’t. It was only one night, but I felt so quilty 
for ages after that. 

Was it good to work with Mark Wahlberg? 

Yes, there’s a physical presence about him that 
most young actors don’t have—he's manly. Most 
actors his age are weird and androgynous, but 
there’s something very primal about him. 

You had a best-selling workout video called 
Teen Steam. Do you think it was watched by 
men for purposes other than just improving 
their abs? 

Probably, yes. 

Do you get Lots of kinky fan mail? 

I have weird things, but I have an understanding 
with my security people, which is, “Call my 


mother, tell her what's going on andif she thinks | 


itis important, she'll tell me.” Idon’t want to 
live my life in fear. There have been a couple of 
situations when people have tracked me down, 
and the FBI got involved. My mother called and 
said, “There’s going to be a security guard parked 
outside your house for the next couple of days. 
Go out and say hello.”

You run a Web site protecting celebrities’ 
images on the Net. How did you get to bea 
Web crusader? 


| When my little brother was 12 years old, he typed 


my name into a search engine and all these porn 
sites came up. It upset him, it really did. And for 
50 many reasons, it didn’t seem right. I’m not 
ashamed of the nudity I’ve done; it wasn't about 
that. It’s about the porn masters making $30,000 
a month off my naked body without my permis- 
sion. We had 12 lawsuits, all of which were settled 
outside of court. We did go to trial for one case, 


| and we wona quarter of a million dollars—a sub- 


stantial lump of money that felt gross because it 
was porn money. Sol came up with the idea of 
starting an entertainment-industry-driven 
search engine, I'm very proud of it. I felt likea 
pioneer because nobody had taken that into their 
own hands. Celebrities hadn't been doing any- 
thing about it. 

What was the worst abuse of your image? Had 
anyone put your head on a spread-eagled nude? 
Yes, but the worst thing was that they took my 
head from Teen Steam when I was doing leg lifts 
and they puta little girl’s naked body on it. It 
was so upsetting. That's when I thoughtit was 
getting to be sick. 

You had a massive recording career in Japan. 
How did that happen? 

Ina totally bizarre way. When I was 15, Commando 
was shown there. It was the first time Japan had 
ever seen me, and fans started writing in to maga- 
zines asking, “Whois this girl?” SoI did some 
interviews over there and said I'd been in Annie. A 
record-company exec saw that, assumed I could 
sing and gave mea five-album contract. It was so 
bizarre, [had to doit. It was great—all five albums 
went platinum. 

Can you speak Japanese? 

Just “hello” and “Tam Alyssa Milano.” 

Did you adopt the high-pitched singing style of 
Japanese opera? 

No, it was total bubble-gum pop. 

Why haven’t you tried to launch a pop career in 
the US?

I'do now, because it’s been so taken advantage 
of, Ihave major clauses in my contract saying if I 
choose to do nudity, I have editing and angle 
approval or I won't do it. You have to. The produc- 
tion companies own those rolls of film, and they 
need to back us up a little bit more, or it'll wind 
up that no one wants to do nudity. It seems to be 
going that way already. 

You seem to have a relaxed attitude about 
getting naked. 

Yes, well, it's not normal in America. It’s so 
bizarre, You can look at a naked body, and to me, 
there’s something very natural and beautiful.

On your new show, The Street, you play 
research analyst Evan Mitchell. Did you pal 
around with any real Wall Street players and 
take notes on what they were wearing? 

I'm sure anybody who’s ever worked on Wall 
Street is going to laugh when they see how we're 
dressed. One of the first things I thought when I 
signed on was that there was no way I was going 
to wear pleated pants, even though I know that's 
the standard on Wall Street.

ww (Basically you have two questions: 
How long does it take to lose your 

gains? And, should you train when 
youre sick? Recent studies have shown that 
as long as you do one Set of six to 10 repeti- 
tions of your normal routine once every 10 
days you can maintain 90 percent of your 
strength—for up to eight months! The key is to 
hit it hard when you have the opportunity 
(and don’t go too long without getting back 
to your schedule). As far as training when 
you're sick, a good rule of thumb is the 
“neck” rule: If your symptoms are above the 
neck—a head cold, a sore throat—then a light 
workout is probably going to be fine and may 
do you some good. However, if the symptoms 
are below the neck—a chest cough, body 
aches or, say, an amputation of your leg— 
then stay home and recover, or you're only 
going to make yourself worse. (AC)

The Snowcat 


With his alpine feline, John Neufeld tames the 
Beaver Greek, C0, ski slopes 


This thing looks nothing like a cat. 

T don't know where the name Snowcat 
came from. This is a turbo-charged 
vehicle with tracks. In front we havea 
blade—using itis a lot like pushing dirt 
with a ‘dozer, but of course we're mov- 
ing snow. Behind the machine, the 
main implementis a multi-function 
rototiller. That's a steel tube with steel 
teeth on it, which creates the wonder- 
ful finished snow that people like to ski 
on. We call that snow corduroy, 
because there's a little rubber mat 
behind the machine that puts that kind 
of texture in the snow. As people ski on 
the slope, you start to build up little 
troughs or bumps. Our machines make 
it flat and smooth. 

Does it come with electric butt 
warmers? 

No, but there was 
one brand of ‘catwe | 
had a few years ago 
that had $1,200 
racing seats in it. 
They're the same 
seats you find in 
Ferrans, withallthe | 
electric bells and 
whistles, blow-up 
supports and a lot 
of adjustments. The 
‘cats also have good 
stereo systems. 
We're in them 10 or 





or maybe their girlfriend's name. In 
the offseason you can leave it there 
because there's no public out here. 
Have there been any new advances 
in snowcat machinery lately? 
There’s a winch-assisted ‘cat. We rope 
the cable onto a tree on the steep 
slopes, and it assists you down. That 
way you don’t break loose and slide, 
and it also helps pull you back up the 
hill. That lets us groom some really 
steep terrain. 

Are those slopes you couldn't 

do before? 

Not safely. We did it back in my old 
days, but the winch ‘cats have taken 
the fun out of it. I've been on some 
incredible rides down some of these 
slopes. You get totally out of control.
